We think there is no doubt that it does 
so. Under its terms a man or body 
of men, who are honestly convinced of 
the necessity of a change of policy in 
the state government, commit a crimo 
if they spend any money in another 
county than their own in 
bringing 
their views to the notice of the voters 
of such other county. There is reallys 
but one exception to this, and lhat is 
that a public speaker 
may pay his 
traveling expenses in 
going to 
and 
from his own meetings, 
even if he 
may not 
hire a baH, in which he 
makes his speech. If this is not. an 
abridgment of freedom of speech, it 
is difficult to imagine what would bi?. 
"Wo are by no means unmindful of 
the high and admirable purpose which 
inspired the authors of the 
corrupt 
practices act. There is no member of; 
this bench who is not in the fullest 
sympathy with it and against, ocersion, 
during political campaigns, but when 
such a law goes beyond regulation and 
absoluleiy prohibits 
that which

constitution expressly protects,

Janeaviile against Cooley for his of- 
fense and on the streets, many men, 
who know the facts of the case, utter- 
ed threats 
ot violence.

night
